detrimental to public good as it is harmful to 
legitimate business pursuit. If Minnesota in- 
surance men have been more than fairly suc- 
cessful in this work, it is not because the "en- 
emy was weak," I can assure you, but because 
the "victor was strong." 
I doubt if any state 


' legislature has, to a greater extent, been in- 


fested with radical factions, or made a more 
persistent effort to enact a State fund com- 
pensation law, and that we stand as well as we 
do 
today is due to ORGANIZATION and 


PREPAREDNESS, 
the 
two 
best' weapons 


for political battles. 


Let us consider the matter of organization 


for a moment. 
Minnesota has a large State 


association and an effective Federation. Each 
have their legislative committees and each 


committee had the tame purpose. Several 
years ago, consideration -was given to •unify- 
ing the work of these two committees under a 
joint legislative committee, and at the same 
time this arrangement was--confirmed by the 
memberships the plan was'broadened to'place 
the secretarial work of both organizations un- 
der E. A. Sherman, whose able performance 
has brought him to the notice of all interested 
in State Association operations. 
Neither or- 


ganizatio'n has sacrificed a particle of its iden- 
ty or usefulness and.after five years operating 
under this plan, each 
body is stronger and 


more effective and both are rated among the 
best managed units in both National Bodies. 
Likewise, there is a chairman of the joint leg- 
islative committee, and here Minnesota has 
been most fortunate, for a leader like C. H. 
Van Campen, of the -Fred L. Gray agency, Min- 
neapolis, is seldom provided for voluntary ser- 
vice, and his worth to Minnesota insurance in- 
terests, in fact to the entire field of insurance, 
cannot be measured in monetary value. 
Hav- 


ing the entire confidence of the membership, 
his word will bring any agent into service at a 
critical moment, and likewise he has secured 
the respect and confidence of political leaders 
of all factions fge that many battles are won 
before they are started. 
/ 


Finances Are Adequate 


A 


ND finally—and all important, for without 


it the work could not be done, and results 


could not be secured— the work in Minnesota 
has been adequately financed. No money has 
been used as a "slush fund" or for illegal or im- 
proper purposes; but sufficient has been avail- 
able to pay all legitimate and necessary ex- 
pense. Regular membership dues'" cannot pro- 
' vide for this work, so the necessary fund is un- 


derwritten by the larger agencies; 
two year 


pledges, in amounts graded by »gency incom», 
being paid quarterly, setn.-animally, or annu- 
ally, at the option of the subscribers. 


With proper organization and finances pro-, 


vided, it becomes a matter of -well laid plans, 
broad enough in their scope to carry on from 
legislative term to term. 


An active interest is taken In the primary 


and general election campaigns and elections 
at which members of the the legislature are- 
chosen for the purposes of aiding the election 
of Senators and Representatives who will be 
fair to legitimate insurance, and not of preju- 
diced or radical belief. 


After the election has de§:rmined the par- 


sonnel of the legislature, a complete survey of 
the members is made. This survey is reduced 
to permanent book form' thoroughly indexed, 
and contains, all available information regard-- 
ing each -member—his political belief, business? 
social, church and political associates—his rec- 
ord on insurance questions—the names of the 
men who are his closest confidants—in -short, 
everything that will be helpful in bringing the 


' right influence to bear. 


Ae thesaresult of the survey, the members of 


the legislature are divided into three classes: 
First, those who are friendly to legitimate in- 
surance; Second, those who are known to ba 
unfriendly; and third, the middle-of-the-road 
members, who are got definitely committed to 
either side. 
' 


Importance of Contact 


S 


UITABLE attention is given to and contact 
made with our known friends in the legis- 


.ture. To illustrate work of this character, a 
'considerable number of agents journeyed to St. 
Paul from various sections of the State last 
winter and suitably entertained their legisla- 
tors—with satisfactory results. Before the end 


of the 1923 aesslon our poll of the legislature 
showed that It would be Impossible to pass »n 
unfriendly insurance bill through either House 
or Senate. In addition, a vast amount of time 
and effort is devoted to "educating" the doubt- 
ful or unknown members. This is done through 
men in thVhome town, usually members of the 
Association or Federation, who have close re- 
lations with their legislators. .No letters are 
written. These men are seen personally, given 
a verbal explanation of the situation, and re- 
quested to co-operate. 


Attention was given to the organization of 


both Senate and House, for the purpose of se- 
curing the appointment of desirable, insurance 
and workmen's compensation committees.'" As 
the result of this work we were given fair and • 
satisfactory committees by the lieutenant gov- 
ernor and speaker of the House. 


All Measures Watched 


C 


OMPETENT legal counsel -was retained to 
appear before the. committees, especially in 


hearings on those bills 'where the question of 
State insurance was involved. In addition, a 
complete legislative bureau service was main- 
tained, by which copies of all bills relating to 
insurance were secured promptly following in- 
troduction, and a card index record kept of each 
insurance bill, so that its position in the legis- 
lature could be known at any time. Close;_track 
was kept of all meetings of insurance and 
workmen's compensation committees, so that 
proper representation -would be on hand, when 
bills in which we had -am interest came up for 
consideration. 


We aim. to merit and secure the full confi- 


dence 
cf the 
insurance commissioner and 


through mutual friendliness and respect we 
have worked out many problems together. We 
know the commissioner has appreciated our help 


; 'and influence frequently and, on the other hand, 


kome of our ideas of good legislation have gone 
through as departmental bills. 


"And finally, and most important of all, there 


was some one on the 
job every minute »f 


the session. Nothing was tahen for granted and 
nothing was left to chance. 
A large portion 


of the work of the .session was along the lino 
of cultivating friendly and harmonious .rela- 
tions with the officers and employes of the leg- 
islature, as well as with the members them- 
selves, and it was due in a large measure to 
these-friendly relations, coupled with the fact 
that there.were those on the job who knew 
what to do and how to do it in a hurry, that w« 
secured the passage of our insurance legisla- 
tion in the closing hours of the session. As a 
matter of fact, the fire cancellation bill was 
absolutely the last measure to be passed by -'-, 
1923 legislature, and it was two o'clock in t'-.5 
morning when the House concurred in the Ser.- 
atB amendments.

best illustration of what can be accompJi.-hed 
by th£se methods.

In the 
matter of sport there is much op-

cruelty; and often

HE I. W. W.'s of the Northwest and the 


Pacific Coast belong to this branch of the 


organization. Their organization 
is a 
labor 


union, not a political party or secret society. It 


i is organized in the industrial 
field, works di- 


; rectly upon industry and depends upon labor 


i union methods to achieve its ends. There is 


i nothing secret about it. 
The principles, pur- 


poses and tactics of the I. W. W.'s are widely 
published by tongue and pen. 


The I. W. W.'s accept unreservedly .the doc- 


trines of Marxian socialism. 
In other words, 


they are radically rather than conservatively 
socialist. 
Their organization is a proletarian 


movement. They speak of their employers and 
people of property as "The Master class" and 
of themselves as "Slaves". The social situation 
of which they dream would reverse the roles 
and "Put the boss iu overalls," The preamble 
of their constitution states -that "The working 
class and the employing class have nothing in 
common." "Between these two classes a strug- 
gle must go on until the workers of the world 
organize as a class, take possession of the 
earth and the machinery of production, 
and 


abolish the wage system."

. Is An Industrial Union. 


T 


HE ideas of the class struggle and of the 
wage earning classes underlie all of tho 


structure and tactics of the organization. It is 
an industrial union. The workers in each in- 
dustry are to form an industi'ial union and 
all of these industrial unions to be combined 


. into One Big Union,—an organized, 
solidified 


working class. For tho One Big Union of the 
I. W. W.'s is not to be a federation of industry 
unions; it is to be a consolidation. 
They cite 


the hundreds of craft strikes in our various in- 
dustries in which one craft industry has lost 
its strike because the rest of the workers in 
the industi-y remained at work, as illustration 
of the futility of craft unionism. 


Craft selfishness, craft jealousy, and craft 


conflicts hinder the growth o£ class conscious- 
ness among the workers and, "shatter the ranks 
of the workers into fragments, rendering trade 
unions helpless and impotent in the industrial 
battle field." The employers, however, "wipa 
out all differences among themselves and pre- 
sent a united front to labor;" they "carefully 
adjust themselves to tho new conditions" and 
"depena for success upon the blind and internal 
dissention of the working class." 
Moreover, 


they do not hesitate "to crush, with brutal force, 
by the injunction of the judiciary, and the use 
of military power, all efforts at resistance." 


Organizes All Workers 


i UT "universial economic evils articling the 


vorking class can be eradicated only by a 


universal working class movement."

dustrial Workers of the World is thc modern, 
scientific, movement of the working class to- 
ward emancipation by Industrial 
Unionism."

reasoning is due to a common intellectual er- 
ror of the I. W. W.'s—the confusion of long

They advocate restric- 


tion' of output to reduce profits, hoping- there- 
by to eventually produce a financial anemia in 
capitalism by sucking away its "life' blood, i. c., 
profits. 
This is a long time process. 
They 


also advocate it as a means of dividing: up the 
work opportunities of the moment among a 
larger number of people. But the long time 
process, if successful, would tend to steadily 
reduce the volume of employment because cap- 
italists would have less and less incentive to 
produce.

HERE is a wide-spread impression that the 


I. W. W.'s are dangerous 
violent men.

The industrial tactics of thc I. W. W.'s dif- 


fer sharply from those of trade unionism. The 
Federation 
of Labor 
unions 
want written 


agreements that will bind employers to speci- 
fied working conditions for a definite period of 
time. Thc I. W. W.'s will not enter into time 
contracts. 
They wart only verbal agreements 


which can be repudiated whenever the work- 
ers sec a chance to wrest better terms from 
their employers. 
They maintain that agree- 


ments with employers should be kept only so 
long as it is to the advantage o£ thevtlahorcrs 
to keep them. 


Their wage policy is simple—to contin- 


ually ask for higher wages. 
They do not 


want standard 
wages 
established 
over 


•' large areas and for a period of time. 
In- 


stead the men on each job are a law unto 
themselves and it is the duty cf each gang 
to ask all that they can possibly get and 
to demand more whenever they sec any 
chance of raising their wage scales. 
In 


the Dakota wheat harvest the I. W. W.'s 
habitually ask from one to three dollars 
a day more than the prevailing wages. If 
the farmers are paying S-l.Ol) a day the 
I. W. W.'s ask for S3 or 86. If the farm- 
ers agree to pay what, the "\vobblies" 
are asking, they instantly increase their 
demands. 
It is the organisation's policy 


to keep the wage market 'disturbed 153- an 
unending controversy over wages. 


Objects of Organization 


T 


HEY have three objects in view: wage in- 


creases benefit their membership and prove 


to them that th? organization is worth sup- 
porting; wage increases increase employers' 
costs, cut down their profits, and weaken the 
financial strength of "thc Capitalists;" wage 
'disputes prevent many laborers from accept- 
ing employment and thus interfere with pro- 
duction. 
Whatever cuts down profits injures 


the employing class. 


A secretary of the organization holding an 


important position in the Northwest expounded 
thc I. W. W. theory on the basis of wages. 
He maintained that wacr'js should be adjusted 
according to the cost of living and that the 
productivity of individual groups of workers 
should not be considered. All labor should get 
the same wages. The hod carrier is just as 
essential to production as thc bricklayer and 
should be able to maintain an equal scale of 
iiving. 
The employer should pay labor "the 


highest wages that industry can pay and sur- 
vive" and, as a minimum, wages adequate to 
meet thc current cost of living. To this end, 
'..he workers should keep on "nibbling'' at the 
wage scale, raising thc wages on each job at 
every opportunity and endeavoring to bring 
all jobs up to the -standard of the best paying. 


Another distinct difference between thc pol- 


icies of thc.trade unions and of the I. W. W.'s 
appears in the matter of restrictions of out- 
put. 
The Federation of Labor 
unions deny 


that they cither advocate or practice restriction 
on output. The I. W. W.'s openly advocate it. 
They use it for three purposes; as a substitute 
for strikes, as a means oi undermining capital- 
ism, and as a means of combating unemploy- 
ment. 
Instead of goir.g on a strike and de- 


pending upon their own savings or thc help of 
sympathizers for support, dissatisfied I. W. 
W.'s often remain at the work but "loaf on thc 
job" to make the work cost the employer more 
than it would cost him to accede to their de- 
mands. They are virtually on a strike but they 
are making the employer support them during 
its continuance. 


Would Restrict Output 


R 


ESTRICTION of output, according to the 


I. W. W.'s, strikes at the root of capital- 


ism by increasing labor costs and cutting down 
profits. 
It thus becomes a weapon for ac- 


ceievating the social revolution. Similar rea- 
' soning finds ir. it a means of combating unem- 
ployment. 
Three men have to be hired to do 


the work that two could have done. 
What 


the employer loses is transferred 
into the 


pockets of labor. Nowhere in their literature 
have I seen any appreciation of the fact that 
the volume of employment increases and de- - 
•creases with the prosperity, of the employer . 
•and that a policy .which undermines, profits 
cannot," over a period of time, increase the vol-,'• 
umei of employment. The inconsistency of the- 


Some are migratory loafers, who find in the

Well Read In Socialism 


T 


HE other two types of members constitute 


the leadership. 
They are the intellectuals , 


and the leaders who have come up from the j 
ranks. Nearly all of them arc of working class : 
origin. Both groups arc well read in socialis- j 
tic literature and believe thoroughly, often 


, fanatically, in the theories of tiie I. W. W.'s. 


It is surprising and significant when one lis- 
tens to the speeches and indulges in conversa- 
tion with a large number of these organizers, 
to 'find how close their oral doctrine coincides 
with thc printed literature of thc organization. 
A person who is. well road in I. W. W. litera- 
ture has a good idea of what the field organ- 
izers are saying to the wage workers. 


Corning back to the question of violence, none 


of these groups includes any considerable num- 
ber of dangerous men. 
A bocjy of men whose 


life habits are characterized hy irregularity in 
employment, in place of residence, in personal 
relations: who are homeless, jobless, and with- 
out social status, lack the qualities which make 
men dangerous in social conflict. They are vic- 
tims of our social system rather than a menace 
to it. There is little possibility of them organ- 
izing- a bloody social revolution.

I. W. W.'s see an opportunity to force better 
terms from tho farmers if they can only con- 
trol the labor supply. But the "Scissor-bills" 
(Unorganized Workers) break down their bar- 
gaining power. An I. W. W. harvest hand-bill 
puts the situation this way: 
"In the harvest 


fields, as elsewhere, Labor gets and keeps only 
what it has tho power to take." "There is no 
room in the harvest fields this season for the 
S.CAB. 
No one can scab and hurt himself 


alone. 
Thc scab maker is hard for everyone 


else. 
Take Your Stand On One Side Or The

But don't be surprised it' you choose 


to remain a scab, if the union workers use pres- 
sure to stop scabbing."

and there I. W. W. members "use pressure". 
But these incidents arc occasional rather than 
common, and due to individual conflicts rather 
than organization policy. 


Do Not Resort To Violence 


i" STUDIES of the I. W. W.'s have been 
confined to the area east of the Rocky- 


Mountains. 
In that area I -have frequently- 


heard that at some places, fifty or a hundred 
miles away, the I. W. W.'s have burned some 
grain or killed a. horse or cut up a harness. 
I have investigated many of these alleged cases 
of I. W. W. sabotage. In some cases; thc in- 
vestigation has revealed that a personal grudge 
caused the violence. 
In other cases, the vio- 


lence proved to be a myth. 
Oftentimes, the 


evidence was too vague to make .-definite con- 
clusions possible. In no case was it shown that 
the I. W. W. organization or even I. W. W. 
members were certainly responsible. Other in- 
vestigators who have studied the matter have 
reached the wamc conclusion—the I. W. W. or- 
ganization may occasionally be responsible for 
violence, just as trade unions, churches, lodges, 
and other organizations have occasionally been. 
But the Industrial Workers. do .not habitually 
resort to violence to accomplish their ends.

Explosives For 
Road Building 


Highway Department To 


Get Surplus Supply of 


Sodatol 


The Wisconsin state highway de- 


partment will shortly receive from 
the federal government several mil- 
lion pounds of sodatol, a surplus 
war explosive, to be used in road 
construction in the state, the bureau 
of public roads announced today. 


Wisconsin and Minnesota, officials 


said today, will use more of the ex- 
plosive than any other states in the 
Union. 
Both states have already- 


used it in road construction and 
land clearing and have found it very 
desirable and useful for such work. 


In addition to using the explosive 


for state road construction a sup- 
ply will also be available to Wis- 
consin farmers for 
use in land 


clearing. 
This 
can 
be 
secured 


through applying to state distribut- 
ing agents. 


Sodatol is a high exnlosive made 


by mixing together TNT and so- 
dium nitrate and is packed in boxes 
of SO pounds each, containing 120 
cartridges. Each stick is approxi- 
mately equal in strength to a stick 
of 40 per cent dynamite and is used 
in a similar manner, a No. 6 cap be- 
ing used as a detonator. 


The new supply of the explosive 


is well adapted to road work. 
It 


will not freeze at ordinary temper- 
atures, causes no ill effects from 
handling or open air blasting and is 
a safe explosive when given the 
same care as that required for dy- 
namite. It is necessary that it be 
stored in a dry place.

BOSCOBEL — Complete details 
as to how State 
Senator Barney 


Moran, 
Rhinelander, 
was 
taken 


from Madison last 
June on the 


night before tax bills were to come 
to a vote, are told in an interview 
which William Decker of Boscobel, 
driver and owner of the car which 
carried .the party, has just granted 
The Journal. 


In his statement 
"Bill" Decker 


gives the names of all those who 
participated in the party, and also 
tells how JVIoran 
was entertained 
for three days at 
a summer cot- 
tage on the Wisconsin river, near

and had ordered a call of the house 
to bring the senator back.

It is said 
here and at Madison that he has 
privately told what he knows about 
ths affair and that Clark's state- 
ment is in the 
hands of Senator 


Skogmo, who is holding it with the 
view of using the details at a leg- 
islative investigation which the ad- 
ministration 
opposition has been 


trying to force.

the night of June 6 were as fol- 
lows :

No, it was not 
Clark. I havent been paid, for that 
all-night ride and I don't think this 
is the time for me to mention the 
sfiame of the man who engaged me. 
I'm going to collect my pay, how- 
ever. If necessary I'll havp to sue 
for my. money and if I do/ITl have 
to say what. I 'affirm and believe" 
of that little affair.

I. 'Well, we will .let you know just 
when we will be ready,' said- he. 


"All this was over the phone. He 


was continually referring to 'we,1 
so I asked him who 'we' might be.

said that George 


Clark and Senator Barney Moran 
would be in the party. 


"I told him that my bus was ra- 


ther old and if Senator Moran was 
going I thought he-ought to hire 
someone else who had a better car.

It may be well, this week, to recall the 


words •• of one of the most remarkable 
men who ever served at the Wisconsin 
bar or sat in a judicial chamber. Com- 
pare the words of Plutarch with the fol- 
lowing prophecy made by Justice Edward 
G. Ryan of the Wisconsin Supreme court 
in 1873: 


-"There is looming up a new and 


dark power. I cannot dwell upon the • 
signs and the shocktng omens of its 
advent. The accumulation of indi- 
vidual wealth seems to be greater 
than it ever has been since the 
downfall of the Roman empire. The 
enterprises of the country aggregat- 
ing vast corporate combinations of 


unexampled capital, boldly march- 


. ing, riot for economic conquests 


only, but for political power. For 


. the-first time in our politics; money 


is taking the field as an organized 
power. Already, here at home, one 
great corporation has trifled with 
the sovereign power, and insulted 
the state.. There is grave fear that 
it, and its great rival, have confed- 
erated to make partition of the state 
and share it as spoils. The ques- 
tion will arise, and arise in your 
day, though perhaps not fully in 
mine, 'Which shall rule—.wealth or 
man which shall lead—money or in- 
tellect who shall fill public sta- 
tions—, educated and patriotic free 
men, or the feudal serfs of corporate 
capital?"

N January 12, 1922, there was car- 
ried to the portals of the United 


States senate the very thing that con- 
tributed to the downfall of Rome. There 
was carried to the doors of the United 
•States senate the thing which the vision 
of Justice Ryan saw in 1873. 


On January 12, 1922, the members of 


the United States senate were asked to 
respond to a roll call on the following 
resolution': 
.^ - 


"Resolved, (1) That the contest of 


Henry Ford against Truman H. 
Newberry be, and is hereby dis- 
missed. 


"(2) That Truman H. Newberry 


is hereby declared to be a duly elect- 
ed Senator from the State of Michi- 


. gan for the term of six years com- 


mencing on the 4th day of March, 
1919, and is entitled to hold his seat 
in the senate of the United States. 


"(3) That whether the amount 


expended in this primary was $195,- 
000, or was fully reported or openly 
acknowledged, or whether 
there 


were some few thousand dollars in 
excess, the amount expended was in 
either case too large, much larger 
than ought to have been expended. 


"The expenditure of such exces- 


sive sums in behalf of a candidate, 
either with or without his knowl- 
edge and consent, bsing contrary to 
sound public policy, harmful to the 
honor and dignity of the 
senate, 


AND DANGEROUS TO THE PER- 
PETUITY OF A FREE GOVERN- 
MENT, such excessive expenditures 
are hereby severely condemned and 
disapproved."

The Farmer's Surplus 


Should Agriculture Suffer Because It Pro- 


duces More Than Enough for Subsistence? 


[To the Editor]—Senator Irvine L. Lenroot 


in his speech at Sparta Sept. 7, in discussing 
farm prices stated in substance: 
That a sur- 


plus of 10 per cent in production causes a de- 
preciation in prices of 50 per cent and that 
there is no remedy in the law to nrevent it. 


If Senator Lenroot's statement is true and 


the writer agrees that it is approximately true, 
then the American people havo herein a prob- 
lem calling for much meditation and prompt 
action and an honest solution. 


Webster defines a surplus as, "that which 


remains over and above what is required." A 
surplus means much more than that. 
In the 


case of wheat and other grains it means in- 
surance against, hunger in case of a possible 
crop failure'. 
In the case of coal, cotton and 


wool a surplus insures against the cold of win- 
ter. 


This being true, a surplus of any useful com- 


modity is desirable, and being desirable its 
production should be encouraged instead of dis- 
couraged. 


The American farmer insures the American 


people against hunger and want. 
He insures 


them not only from one year to another but 
sometimes, as in the case of his wheat crop 
tfiis year, insures them for a longer period. 


Should the American farmers suffer because 


they have done this, by having the price not 
only of his 10 per cent surplus cut but the price 
of his entire crop cut to the tune of 50 per 
cent? 
When the low of supply and demand 


works, in that manner it is high time to enact 
a law that will serve as a more honest substi- 
tute. 


Wisconsin has her minimum wage laws for 


teachers. 


If that law is constitutional, beneficial, r.aces- 


sary and promotivc of the general welfare, then 
a law establishing a minimum price upon farm 
produces would also be constitutional, and bene- 
ficial and is necessary to promote the general 
we'fare. 


Whatever virtues the principles of the law 


of freedom *of contract may have'had in the 
past, a situation seems now to have arisen, 
emasculating thor.e. virtues and calling for n 
revision of our lav.-s in that regard, and calling 
for measures of relief for the financial protec- 
tion of the tillers of the soil in their task of 
feeding the nation. 


We must find some way to stop penalizing 


those whose only offense i.s the production of a 
desirable surplus—E. S. HAWLEY, Sparta, Wis.

American Scientist Analyzes the Situation in Europe: 
Germany Can Pay for Food Only 


With Exports of Manufacture.

"The recent food riots in Germany have come 


as surprises to many Americans who have been 
under the impression that Germany is in a very 
prosperous 
condition. 
The 


fact is that Germany has 
for two years been short 
both of foodstuffs and raw 
materials," says H. .G. Moul- 
ton, director of the Institute 
of Economics of Washington, 
D. C., and joint author with 
C. E. McGuire of "Germany's 
Capacity to Pay," the only 
exhaustive scientific study of 
the reparation problem that 
has ever been made. 


"The German consumption 
G- 


of food in the year 1922," continues Dr. Moul- 
ton, "was wholly inadequate to .maintain the 
population in a state of efficiency.' . The eon- 
sv.mption of wheat was only about 55 per. cent 
of the 1913 total; rye, 60 per cent; -barley, 31 
per cent; oats, 69 per cent, aind potatoes,' 93 'per 
cent. 
Meat consumption has ; also been 'very 


greatly reduced. Sugar consumption1 is of 'pre- 
war volume... The 1923 grain, crop promises to 
be somewhat better than that of last year, but 
the ability of the nation- to buy4 imported food 
and raw materials will be materially less;. 


"Germany cannot exist as an- industrial na- 


tion without importing large quantities of food 
and basic raw materials. 
With an area only 


about two-thirds that of the state-of Texas, 
Germany can produce sufficient foodstuffs to 
maintain efficiently only about three-fourths of 
her population; the other fourth is dependent' 
upon imports. 
Moreover Germany does not 


produce such basic industrial raw materials,as 
cotton and rubber; and she can produce only a 
small part of the copper and iron ore required. 
The import figures for these materials show 


!' factory production is far below normal. 


"Germany can pay. for these imports of raw 


materials and foodstuffs only with the pro- 
ceeds of exports of manufactured commodities, 
with earnings from, shipping and' banking and 
the entertainment of tourists, and with inter- 
est on foreign investments. 
Before 'tho war' 


i the net receipts from the non-trade sources of, 
revenue amounted to about $400,000,^00 a year; 
now they are. practically non-existent-.'•'" Mean- 
while exports have fallen off" to, about one-
